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Fears as 
budget 
cut looms 
for CAB 

A MOVE to cut Powys 
County Council funding to 
the Citizens Advice Bureau 
will be a “death sentence” 
to the service in the county, 
bosses have claimed. 

The warning comes as 
members of the Welsh Con¬ 
servative group on Powys 
County Council announced 
they would put forward 
amendments to the coun¬ 
cil’s budget which they 
claim will allow the Citizens 
Advice Bureau to continue. 

Millions of pounds of 
budget cuts are a step closer 
after the council’s cabinet 
voted through £20 million 
of savings on Tuesday to 
balance its books. 

If the 2014/15 budget is 
voted through by the full 
council next week it will see 
effects on schools, public 
transport, sport and adult 
social care as well as grants 
to organisations. 

Councillors did how¬ 
ever vote to retain half its 
£93,000 grant to the Citi¬ 
zen’s Advice Bureau having 
originally planned to wipe 
out the grant. 

Without the core funding 
the CAB says that offices 
in Newtown, Brecon and 
Ystradgynlais will close 
along with all the additional 
outreach services, including 
those that run from doctors’ 
surgeries in Welshpool and 
Llanfyllin, depriving thou¬ 
sands of vulnerable clients 
of access to help and advice 
on debt and benefits. 

Crash near 
roundabout 

FIREFIGHTERS and police 
officers were called out to 
attend a road crash near a 
roundabout at Oswestry. 

The crash involved one 
car which collided with a 
crash barrier near the A5 
Gledrid roundabout be¬ 
tween Chirk and Oswestry. 

One crew from Oswestry 
attended to stem the flow of 
leaking fuel from the vehicle 
and make the car electrically 
safe.The crew was called out 
at 9.35am yesterday and 
spent half an hour dealing 
with the fuel spillage. Of¬ 
ficers were alerted to the 
collision at about 8.30am. 


HOMES PUNS 
AT FORT AXED 


TWO of the three proposed housing 
sites in the shadow of Oswestry’s 
ancient hillfort have been scrapped - 
for now. 

Council bosses made a last-minute alteration 
to their draft SAMDev strategic plan guiding 
future housing developments around Shrop¬ 
shire at a meeting at Shirehall yesterday. 


It had been intended the 
three sites could provide the 
location of almost 200 new 
homes and employment 
land. 

But Councillor Mai Price, 
portfolio holder for housing, 
announced the potential 
Jasmine Gardens and Old- 
port Farm developments 
were being dropped from 
the document. 

But the Whittington Road 
site has still been included. 

Councillor Price said he 
believed the change repre¬ 
sented a “fair compromise” 
- but warned the move 
would open to challenge 
from developers. 

Petition 

The decision follows a 
major public outcry against 
the plans, with more than 
8,000 people signing a peti¬ 
tion against the proposals. 

Councillor Price said 
local, national and even in¬ 
ternational objections had 
been submitted against the 
plans to build close to the 
3,000 year-old Iron Age hill- 
fort. 

He said having considered 
the comments of objectors 
and officers and visited the 
hillfort himself, the plans 
were being altered. 

“We will take out the 
farm site and the Jasmine 
Gardens site, we will leave 
in the Whittington Road 
site,” he said. 

Council leader Keith Bar- 
row said removing all of 
the sites would actually be 
a riskier process, allowing 
developers to make appli-

cations under the five-year 
land supply rules to build in 
each of the three areas. 

Shirehall planners are 
currently having to follow 
Government guidelines to 
build more homes rather 
than follow their own five- 
year development plan 
drawn up to meet the coun¬ 
ty’s needs and wishes be¬ 
cause the county does not 
yet have enough land set 
aside for development. 

Councillor Barrow said: 
“If we took everything out, I 
can almost guarantee there 
would be a planning appli¬ 
cation in the post tomorrow. 
Because we don’t have a 
five-year land supply that is 
a major danger. 

“We have listened to the 
people of Oswestry.” 

Campaigners against the 
housing proposals today 
welcomed the move - but 
said there was more work to 
be done. 

Maggie Rowlands, one 
of the objectors from the 
Hands Off Old Oswestry 
Hillfort group, said: “It is 
good news but qualified 
good news. We also wanted 
to see the Whittington Road 
site thrown out as we under¬ 
stand that there is a great 
deal of archeological interest 
under that land.” 

“That development will 
also spoil one of the im¬ 
portant gateways into 
Oswestry.”

IT’S known to the hundreds who en¬ 
joy trips on the Welshpool and Light 
Railway. But from today the steam lo¬ 
comotive, The Earl, will be known to 
millions across Britain as one of the 
new stamps launched by Royal Mail. 

The latest in Royal Mail’s series of 
Classic Locomotives stamp sets, pays 
tribute to the ‘workhorses’ of the rail¬ 
ways across Wales. 

The Earl - W & LLR No 822, which 
appears on the 88p stamp of a set of 
four, is featured waiting on Union 
Street in Welshpool while a car is 
moved from the line. 

This week Welshpool postman Nick 
Thomas was at the launch of the 


stamps. The loco is currently in the 
workshop at Welshpool and Llanfair 
Railway having its axle repaired. 

But volunteer and railway fireman, 
Andrew Charman, is confident the en¬ 
gine will be up and running in time for 
the grand opening of the tourist rail¬ 
way at Easter. 

“We rely on The Earl and its sis¬ 
ter engine, The Duchess, to pull the 
wooden carriages which run up and 
down the nine miles of narrow gauge 
railway from Welshpool to Llanfair Ca- 
reinion,” Mr Charman said. 

“We are delighted to be helping 
Royal Mail launch the stamps and 
highlight the work that volunteers 


do to ensure that their history is pre¬ 
served and enjoyed by thousands of 
visitors every year,” said Andrew. 

“Many of these ‘workhorses’ had 
working lives of several decades before 
diesel and electric technology com¬ 
pletely took over in the 1960s.” 

Another locomotive well known to 
Shropshire and mid Wales holiday¬ 
makers is on the 78p stamp. Blanche, 
a Hunslet No 589 is pictured on The 
Cob at the Ffestiniog Railway in Port- 
madog. 

The first class stamp shows the LMS 
7720 leaving the Britannia Bridge 
with a Bangor-to-Holyhead local train 
in about 1930. 


Clubs face 
closure in 
moves to 
save cash 

OSWESTRY Youth Club 
is one of 24 facing closure 
as part of cuts proposed by 
Shropshire Council, it was 
revealed this week. 

Hundreds of children and 
young adults will be affected 
by the proposals, which will 
come into effect in April. 

Dozens of council-run 
youth sessions will be axed 
as Shropshire Council looks 
to save almost £150,000 
from its budget and it has 
already warned there will 
be more cuts next year. 

Shropshire Council is 
planning to cut between 18 
and 24 youth club sessions 
from the 47 it currently 
runs. 

Selected sessions at ven¬ 
ues in Oswestry, Shrews¬ 
bury, Bridgnorth, Ludlow, 
Whitchurch and Market 
Drayton are among those 
under threat. 

Services in “the areas of 
highest need” will be saved, 
while it is hoped volunteers 
may come forward to help 
run under-threat sessions. 

The authority is making 
the cuts with about one- 
third of the county’s youth 
workers taking redundancy. 

About 20 staff are leaving 
the authority with about 16 
being front-line staff. 

Most are part-time work¬ 
ers.The staff reductions 
are expected to save the 
cash-strapped authority 
£140,000, equivalent to a 15 
per cent budget cut. 

Tax cheats 
are named 

A COMPANY from near 
Oswestry has been named 
by HM Revenue and Cus¬ 
toms as a tax cheat owing 
more than £27,000 in pen¬ 
alties. 

Churchfield Services Ltd, 
in Llansilin, which has now 
ceased trading, is among 
the deliberate tax default¬ 
ers named on the HMRC 
website. Between October 
1, 2011, and September 30, 
2012, the firm defaulted on 
seven tax payments, incur¬ 
ring penalties of £27,235.14. 
The penalties related to tax 
bills of more than £47,500.

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New 999 fears despite 
return for ambulances

HE’S been skateboarding since he was 
a young boy - and now young entre¬ 
preneur Ryan Swain has turned his 
passion into a business by opening his 
own sports shop. 

Mr Swain runs the Transition Board 
Sports unit within Powis Hall indoor 
market in Oswestry and is about to 
offer mountain bikes and other cycles 
from the shop. 

The 21-year-old, from Llanrhaeadr 
ym Mochnant, is now encouraging 
other young people to have the confi¬ 
dence to go out and turn their ideas 
into reality. 


Mr Swain left school at the age of 16 
after completing his GCSEs at Llanfyl- 
lin High School. 

“I started working for a plasterer 
and still do that work three days a 
week,” he said. 

“My hobbies have always involved 
skateboarding and mountain biking, I 
think I was on a skateboard as soon as 
I could walk.

Mr Swain added: “I decided to use

He said there had been 
a promise from WMAS 
that the rapid response 
vehicle and its paramedic 
would be ring fenced - and 
that it would not leave the 
Oswestry area and always 
be available to respond to 
incidents.

Last-ditch 
bid to 
closure at 
sport centre 

A last-ditch bid has been 
launched to save a leisure 
centre popular with Shrop¬ 
shire families despite a 
council recommending its 
closure. 

A group has been formed 
to work on an urgent Plan B 
to save the Plas Madoc Lei¬ 
sure Centre, near Chirk. It 
was brought together after 
a meeting of campaign¬ 
ers, councillors, voluntary 
organisations, Wrexham 
Council officers and experts 
in energy conservation and 
social enterprises. It fol¬ 
lowed the decision to close 
the centre, which includes a 
popular swimming pool with 
a wave machine. 

Clwyd South Welsh As¬ 
sembly Member, Ken Skates 
and Cefn Mawr council¬ 
lor Derek Wright called a 
meeting at the weekend. Mr 
Skates said: “People are ex¬ 
tremely anxious about the 
possible loss of Plas Madoc 
Leisure Centre because of 
the UK Government’s aus¬ 
terity programme, but Sun¬ 
day’s meeting has provided 
us with Plan B and an al¬ 
ternative to closure which I 
hope Wrexham Council will 
help us deliver.” 


Better 

Councillor Milner said: 
“We were told that that was 
better than an ambulance 
that would take patients out 
of the area to hospital and 
be no longer able to respond 
to any second incident. 

“Now we are told the 
rapid response vehicle is 
being taken from us to be re¬ 
placed with an ambulance. 
I am very worried now that 
Oswestry will be back were 
it started, without any cover 
if the ambulance is trans¬ 
porting a patient.” 

Claire Brown, spokes¬ 
woman for WMAS, said: 
“Following concerns about 
delays in waiting for ambu¬ 
lances to convey patients to 
hospital, a review of emer¬ 
gency vehicles showed a 
high ratio of paramedic cars 
to ambulances.”

Talks going ahead over m 
town 20mph speed limit

A public meeting will be held next month which could lead to a blan¬ 
ket 20mph speed limit being introduced in Oswestry. 

More than 1,000 people have already backed the 20s Plenty campaign by sign¬ 
ing a petition calling for the speed cut. 

Campaigners hope to make Oswestry the first town in Shropshire to have a 20mph speed 
limit introduced. 

The campaign is being spearheaded by Oswestry woman Sarah-Charlotte Peace who 
was badly injured in a road traffic collision while cycling in the town. 

- She said: The event focuses on raising 

awareness of the many benefits that 20mph 
brings, hopes to show community support 
to Shropshire Council and ultimately lead 
to implementation. 

“Oswestry could become the pilot town 
for Shropshire. 

“Twenty miles per hour for Oswestry has 
won local business and resident support in 
petitions with 1,000 plus signatures. 

“Oswestry Town Council has voted for 
20mph limits. It awaits updates and fund¬ 
ing from Shropshire Council. 

“Who knows, Oswestry could become the 
beacon 20mph town for Shropshire.” 

The public meeting will take place at The 
Dining Rooms on Welsh Walls in Oswestry 
on March 31. 

The speaker will be Rod King, the 
founder of the 20s Plenty For Us campaign. 

The campaign wants default residential 
20mph limits, without humps, to be intro¬ 
duced in Oswestry as soon as possible. 

Campaigners say the move is about 
“social engineering rather than highway 
engineering” and relies on community 
engagement on, and agreement to, signed 
20mph limits backed up by “light touch” 
police enforcement. 

Among the benefits the scheme will 
bring, campaigner say, 

are reduced danger and fear, less con¬ 
gestion, better air quality, increased active 
travel and quieter neighbourhoods. 

The meeting runs from 7pm to 9pm and 
will include a question and answer session. 

Town councillors in Oswestry supported 
a motion in April last year, tabled by then 
town councillor Saffron Rainey, for the 
20mph speed restriction to be introduced. 

The council was then asked in September 
to formally submit the motion through the 
Shropshire Council road safety policy/speed 
policy system to progress the move. 

Councillors instead voted to pass the 
matter on for further discussion by a new 
group to be set up by Shropshire Council 
Leader Keith Barrow which will look at the 
wider issues of transport. 


Persistent thief 
given 22-month 
prison sentence 
for offence trail 

A HEROIN addict who repeatedly shoplift¬ 
ed from Shropshire supermarkets to fund 
his drug habit has been given his longest 
prison sentence so far. 

Anthony Hughes, 30, of Trefonen Road, 
Morda, was sentenced to 22 months in 
prison after stealing alcohol, meat and 
toiletries totalling £1,200 from shops in 
Oswestry. 

He targeted Sainsbury’s, Co-Operative, 
B&M Bargains and Marks and Spencer be¬ 
tween September and December last year 
and even stole his girlfriend’s tablet com¬ 
puter, Shrewsbury Crown Court heard on 
Monday. 

Most of the thefts were committed while 
he was on bail for other thefts, Mr Kevin 
Jones, prosecuting, said. Hughes has a 
criminal record of 28 convictions for 59 
offences. 

Judge Robin Onions said: “The courts 
have tried everything. Every conditional 
discharge you’ve breached, every sus¬ 
pended sentence has been activated,” he 
told Hughes. 

Judge Onions said he wanted an expla¬ 
nation from West Mercia Police as to why 
Hughes had been bailed and re-bailed de¬ 
spite his persistent offending. 

Mr Michael Sherwood-Smith, defending, 
said Hughes was on a methadone prescrip¬ 
tion and asked for a custodial sentence to 
be deferred to allow him to turn his life 
around. 

But Judge Onions said: “He’s had so 
many chances and every chance he’s had 
he’s thrown back in the face of the court.”

Power line fears on the 
agenda in Parliament

concerns over the impact of planned windfarms and a 33-mile pow¬ 
er line on Shropshire and Mid Wales have been spelt out in Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies secured a 30-minute debate over increas¬ 
ing concerns about plans for five large scale windfarms in Powys and associated 
proposals by National Grid to build a power line from Mid Wales to Shropshire 
to serve the new turbines. 

The windfarms are currently the subject ofa lengthy public inquiry, while National 

- Grid is pressing ahead with its plans for 

the power line, which would link a substa¬ 
tion near the village of Cefn Coch to Lower 
Frankton near Oswestry. 

Campaigners fear the windfarms and 
the power line will damage the countryside 
and devastate tourism. 

Mr Davies said today (FRI) he was 
pleased with how Wednesday’s debate in 
Parliament went. 

He said: “I am satisfied because I 
wanted the debate so we could look at two 
main issues. 

“First of all I wanted to try to explain the 
scale of the proposed windfarms, because I 
think there are still so many people who 
don’t understand the potential impacts of 
these schemes. “And secondly I wanted to 
press the Government to consider a mor¬ 
atorium on on-shore windfarms because I 
firmly believe enough is enough.” 

During the debate Mr Davies pointed 
out the strength of feeling locally against 
the windfarms and power lines. 

He said: ““They do not want the pylons, 
but they believe that they can do nothing 
about it. They feel helpless.” 

Shrewsbury and Atcham MP Daniel 
Kawczynski said: “We had to fight tooth 
and nail to prevent the power lines coming 
through my constituency - for a long time, 
there was tremendous anger.” 


Benefits fraudster 
pays back £4,000 


COUNCIL officials have issued a new 
warning to benefits cheats after clawing 
back nearly £4,000 from a woman falsely 
claiming money for housing and council tax 
relief. 

Melanie Morgan-Worley, 40, from Albert 
Road, Oswestry, appeared before magis¬ 
trates last week and admitted claiming 
more than £3,950 to which she was not en¬ 
titled between April 2012 and April 2013. 

She was given a 12-month conditional 
discharge and ordered to pay £200 costs to 
Shropshire Council and a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge as well as having to pay back the 
money she claimed. 

Public protection investigation officers 
said the prosecution acted as a reminder 
that benefit claimants must declare the cor¬ 
rect information at the time of their appli¬ 
cation, and notify officials of any changes in 
circumstances. The council’s Steve Charm- 
ley said: “I hope this sends a clear message 
to others that fraudsters will be caught and 
punished.”

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Is it just me or am I right to say 
that driving standards are deteri¬ 
orating in this country? 

Every day I witness drivers 
risking their lives by making 
dangerous manoeuvres and 
breaking the law in a bid to reach 
their destination a few seconds 
earlier. 

What’s infuriating is that these 
idiots are risking the lives of a 
lot of other people too as they 
openly flout the rules of the high¬ 
way. 

And it’s no good pointing the 
finger at the young drivers, be¬ 
cause often the crazy person be¬ 
hind the wheel is of an age when 
they should know a lot better. 

Overtaking on double white 
lines seems to be fair game 
these days, as does passing on 
blind bends and hills and the 
Welshpool to Shrewsbury road 
seems to attract more reckless 
motorists than most stretches. 
Little wonder that accidents are 
commonplace on this road. 

And how annoying is it to 
when you’re held up in a tail of 
slow moving traffic to have the 
giant truck behind you travelling 
just a few inches off your rear 
bumper? You feel like getting out 
and throttling someone. 

Changes giving the police 
powers to issue fixed penalty no¬ 
tices for careless or inconsider¬ 
ate driving came into effect last 
August to include tailgating. 

The changes give the police 
greater flexibility in dealing with 
less serious careless driving 
offences, freeing them from re- 
source-intensive court process¬ 
es. 

I’ll be looking with great inter¬ 
est when figures are released 
telling us how many fixed penal¬ 
ty points were issued to motor¬ 
ists in the period since the new 
rules came in. 

Police still seem to be hitting 
speeders as simple targets. Do¬ 
ing 32 in a 30mph restricted area 
is far less serious than some of 
the driving I have witnessed re¬ 
cently. 

Driving used to be a pleasure. 
Remember the days when we 
would just go for a family drive 
on a Sunday afternoon - just be¬ 
cause we could. 

Now I for one find little enjoy¬ 
ment behind the wheel, which is 
a problem when one of my roles 
in journalism is as a motoring 
correspondent. This role has giv¬ 
en me the opportunity to drive 
all over Europe and while each 
country has its different issues, 
with Paris being the outstanding 
challenge, I have not witnessed 
such reckless driving on the 
open road anywhere other than 
here in the UK. 

Careless driving puts innocent 
people’s lives at risk and the 
penalty should be reflective of 
the seriousness of the incident. 

Let’s send persistent offend¬ 
ers on courses and make them 
re-take driving tests, that might 
make them think and drive more 
carefully.

Wind energy provides 
a lifeline, says farmer 


WIND and solar farms must 
become a way of life if rural 
communities are to continue 
to thrive, a farmer planning to 
erect a £600,000 turbine insist¬ 
ed today. 

Julian Bowers says he believes 
that renewable energy is an ideal 
way of helping farmers to bring in 
extra income. 

Plans for building wind turbines have 
created huge amounts of controversy 
throughout Shropshire and Mid Wales, 
with whole communities fighting several 
proposals across the region. 

There are also two plans in the pipe¬ 
line for solar farms both in Telford and 
Shropshire, which are planned by coun¬ 
cils in order to bring in extra cash into 
their increasingly stretched budgets. 

Mr Bowers, from Cockshutt near Elles¬ 
mere, recently won permission to build a 
new 161ft wind turbine on his 220-acre 
property. 

Investment 

Generating 60 kilowatts of energy, it 
passed through the planning process 
with a minimum of fuss, he said, because 
it did not directly overlook any nearby 
houses. 

He said: “We are looking at it as an in¬ 
vestment. 

“Any farm that has dairy or poultry 
sees very high energy bills. 

“Everyone knows that energy is get¬ 
ting more expensive all the time, so big 
users feel the effect of that. 

“If you can limit one of your biggest 
costs, that’s always going to be an attrac¬ 
tive option.” 

Mr Bowers added: “Wind power is per¬ 
fectly clean, and it doesn’t take up any 
amount of land so you can still farm the 
area. I think a lot of people are looking to 
do something with it. 

“Everybody thinks they are a good idea 
- just not in their back garden. But to be 
fair, at the local parish meeting, every¬ 
body was pretty well in favour.

“When you compare them to pylons, 
which have to be there, they actually 
look pretty nice.” 

Since the beginning of 2013, planning 
applications have been submitted to 
Shropshire Council for the installation 
of 27 turbines on 25 micro-sites across 
the county, two of which were with¬ 
drawn and 12 of which have been given 
the thumbs-up. 

They vary widely in scale, from 39ft 
in height up to 337ft. 

The technology has received the sup¬ 
port of the National Farmers’ Union, 
whose environment adviser Sarah 
Faulkner said: “Agriculture has a great 
role to play in keeping the nation’s 
lights on. 

“Energy security is up there with 
food security in its importance and 
farmland has a central role to play in 
providing that security through tur¬ 


bines, solar power and other green en¬ 
ergy technology. 

“Shropshire farmers can make a 
major contribution to meet the demand 
for clean energy, without prejudicing 
supplies of crops for food or animal 
feed.” 

Money paid back to farmers through 
the energy feed-in tariff also serves to 
justify the large initial outlay for con¬ 
struction. 

Mr Bowers, who has recently ceased 
dairy farming in preparation for devel¬ 
oping a beef herd, said the self-funded 
turbine will justify its expenditure in 
seven years. 

With permission in place for the next 
20 years, that means that from 2022 
it will bring in 13 years of additional 
profit for the farm. 

He added: “You probably wouldn’t 
invest in agriculture at the moment, 


you would look at diversification and 
different income streams that aren’t re¬ 
liant on what you are already doing. 

“If you bought land, then you had bad 
weather like we seem to be having, you 
wouldn’t make any more money out of 
it. 

“It would be a long-term investment 
based on hoping the value of land keeps 
increasing. 

“It’s quite a big investment in the first 
place, that many people might shy away 
from. There’s a lot of costs up front. But 
once your permission is in, your feed-in 
tariff is set.” 

Mr Bowers added: “The beef job will 
never be particularly profitable. We can 
keep the business healthy and going for¬ 
ward once we see what the turbines can 
return.” 

NFU chief renewables and climate 
change adviser Dr Jonathan Scurlock 
said: “The NFU notes that the govern¬ 
ment has moderated the reduction in 
financial support originally proposed 
over the period 2015-2019 for offshore 
wind farms, and has actually increased 
support for some other technologies, in 
a move that should bolster confidence in 
Britain’s fast-growing renewable energy 
sector. 

“It is also proposing to reduce the sup¬ 
port for solar and onshore wind farms 
more quickly, to reflect the falling costs 
of these technologies.” 

Dr Scurlock added: “We strongly 
endorse land-based renewable energy 
which supports profitable agriculture. 

“The National Farmers’ Union would 
be concerned if there was a political shift 
in government support from land-based 
renewables towards offshore technolo¬ 
gies. 

“At a time when there is continued 
public confusion about the impact of 
low-carbon policies on energy bills, it 
is important that the government of¬ 
fers consistent, long-term energy policy 
messages. 

“With solar power and onshore wind 
delivering better value year by year, it 
makes sense to decrease government 
support as a measure of their success. “

Last week I led a debate in the 
House of Commons about the 
Mid Wales Connection Project, 
which involves the mass con¬ 
struction of wind turbines and 
pylons across Mid Wales and 
north Shropshire. 

I had two objectives. Firstly, 
it’s important that everyone re¬ 
alises what it all means and the 
massive scale of what is being 
proposed. Very few people real¬ 
ise what’s involved. 

And secondly, I wanted to ask 
the Government to call a halt 
to this madness, accept that 
“enough is enough” and stop 
the massive subsidies which are 
the real and only reason energy 
companies are determined to in¬ 
dustrialise the uplands of central 
Wales. Subsidies, which are paid 
by customers, are the biggest 
example in history of Govern¬ 
ment demanding that the poor 
be robbed to pay the rich. 

At the heart of the Mid Wales 
Connection Project is a 400kv 
cable, carried on 150ft high 
steel towers from West Felton 
in Shropshire along the beau¬ 
tiful Vyrnwy Valley to a 20-acre 
substation at Cefn Coch in the 
middle of Montgomeryshire. This 
line is 33 miles long. National 
Grid is proposing to run about a 
quarter of it underground. 

It’s a line dedicated to wind- 
farms, so it can be assumed it 
will mean about 500 new wind 
turbines. The capacity of this 
line will inevitably be used. There 
will be about 100 miles of 132kv 
lines criss-crossing Mid Wales, a 
prospect too horrible to contem¬ 
plate. 

Underpinning the Govern¬ 
ment’s policy is a commitment to 
an EU target that 15 per cent of 
the UK’s energy needs will come 
from renewable sources by 
2020. Government expectation 
is that 10-13 gigawatts of power 
will come from onshore wind. 

Already, more than 13 giga¬ 
watts are operating or through 
the planning system writing to 
be built. Another 6 gigawatts are 
in the planning system. Enough 
is enough. 

The people of Mid Wales and 
north Shropshire are doing all 
they can to protect our land¬ 
scapes and countryside from 
desecration by politicians, most¬ 
ly foreign energy companies and 
National Grid. We owe it to future 
generations to stop this ravaging 
of our fair country.

SURELY MY EMPLOYER CANNOT SACK ME BECAUSE I HAVE TATTOOS? 

Q: I started a new job as a receptionist at a beauty salon last November and was given a long-sleeved winter and short-sleeved summer uniform to wear. The job 
was going well until the Christmas ‘do’ when I wore a strappy dress and the boss saw the tattoos I have on my arms. 

After the ‘do’ she called me into her office and said she was giving me a month’s notice to leave as she hadn’t realised I had tattoos when she hired me. She said 
she could not have me sitting on the reception desk in the summer wearing a short-sleeved uniform as her clients might be offended by my tattoos. I said ‘my 
tattoos are part of my personality’. She said ‘my clients are part of my future’. Surely sacking me for having tattoos is discrimination? 

A: Firstly, discrimination law applies only to matters concerning sex, race, nationality, religion or belief and sexual orientation. It does not apply to fashion, which is 
what a tattoo would be classed as. But that aside, if you have only been in the job a few months you would not be entitled to claim against your employer. 

From the employer’s perspective, provided they are not contravening discrimination legislation by, for example, refusing to allow a dress code required by an 
employee’s religion, they have the right to expect a level of appearance in the best interests of the business. 

When you work behind her reception desk you are representing your employer and she would argue that you are being paid to reflect her values to existing and 
potential customers looking to engage her services. If you really want to keep your job you might try negotiating with the salon owner to see if she will let you wear 
long sleeves in the summer.

Polio outbreak is warning to us all 


Reports that a young girl called 
Sakina in Kabul has become the first 
case of Polio confirmed in Afghanistan 
since 2001 is a tragic reminder that 
none of us can afford to be complacent 
when it comes to Polio, whether it be 
here in the UK or overseas. 

Members of The British Polio Fel¬ 
lowship living with the effects of Polio 
and Post Polio Syndrome (PPS) know 
what this terrible disease can do and 
the plight of Sakina brings back pain¬ 
ful memories for thousands of mem¬ 
bers in the UK. 

PPS is a neurological condition that 


can occur in people who have had 
Polio, characterised by symptoms of 
increasing weakness, fatigue and pain. 
It can occur at any age and can be dif¬ 
ficult to diagnose, as there is no single 
test for it. 

In Afghanistan, problems have been 
caused by Islamic extremists obstruct¬ 
ing vaccination and while we may 
rightly condemn such ignorance, it is 
surely matched by ignorance here in 
the west that Polio and PPS are not 
our problem anymore. We couldn’t be 
any more wrong. 

Despite the world teetering on the 


brink of eradication, this disease is 
showing much greater resilience than 
any of us gave it credit for. If cases 
grow worldwide, so does the risk of the 
virus spreading into Europe again via 
refuges from Syria or Afghanistan. 

The need to be vigilant when it 
comes to a killer still very much in our 
midst, is essential, we are hardly ‘Polio 
free’.

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Workers 
helped 
to stay 
healthy 

WORKERS who spend their 
time helping the ill and in¬ 
jured are themselves getting 
help to keep healthy and cut 
down on sickness days off. 

Doctors, nurses and other 
staff at the Orthopaedic 
Hospital are being given the 
chance to get involved in the 
Healthy Horizons initiative. 

This year the hospital is 
focussing on screening staff 
aged 45 and over to identify 
future health issues. 

Sue Pryce, deputy direc¬ 
tor of human resources, 
said it was important to help 
staff cope with the often less 
obvious problems of stress, 
anxiety and depression.

Heritage group is under 
fire over its fort U-turn 


ENGLISH Heritage has come under fire after 
being accused of performing a U-turn over 
controversial plans to build 200 homes in the 
shadow of an ancient hillfort. 

Councillor Chris Schofield, mayor of Oswestry, 
said the national body had raised no objection to 
building the homes at Oldport Farm near the town’s 
Iron Age hillfort - only to then change its mind. 


He said town councillors 
had looked to English Her¬ 
itage for advice during the 
early stages of consultation 
on the scheme, and said the 
change of view was “not 
good enough”. 

Officials at English Her¬ 
itage had originally told 
Oswestry Town Council 
it would be happy with a 
scheme to build homes at 
the site off Gobowen Road. 

But now Bill Klemperer, 
English Heritage principal 
inspector of ancient monu¬ 
ments, has written to Shrop¬ 
shire Council saying the 
body has come out against 
the plans. He has claimed 
the new design based on the 
farm buildings was far too 
intensive. 

Shropshire Council wants 
to include three sites close 
to the hillfort in its Site Al¬ 
locations and Management 
of Development (SAMDev) 
document, a blueprint for 
future development which 
will see more than 20,000 
home built across the 
county by 2026.

Councillor Schofield said 
the town council had based 
its views on the proposed 
SAMDev plans for the sites 
on advice from English Her¬ 
itage. 

He said: “Now it seems 
English Heritage has done 
a U-turn on Oldport Farm. 
It is simply not good enough 
that such a national body 
can advise a council and 
then change its advice.” 

In his letter to Shropshire 
Council, Mr Klemperer said 
English Heritage had said 
that should Oldport Farm 
cease to be a farm, it could 
be redeveloped on its his¬ 
toric courtyard form. 

“The scheme promoters 
have produced further in¬ 
formation and reduced the 
number of units to 23. This 
is very similar to the num¬ 
ber we opposed for the site 
in 2012 and would, in our 
view be an over intensitve 
use of the site that would be 
to the detriment of the hill- 
fort’s significance.”

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Chipping 
on offer 
for dog 
owners 

ADVICE on responsible pet 
ownership will be given at 
a dog chipping session in 
Welshpool this weekend. 

Welshpool Town Coun¬ 
cil introduced dog control 
orders on many open space 
areas which are under its 
control in response to the 
repeated dog fouling taking 
place in the area. 

Council bosses urged dog 
owners to take greater re¬ 
sponsibility for their pets. 

That message will be 
echoed when dog owners 
have the opportunity on 
the weekend of February 
22-23 to have their pets mi¬ 
cro-chipped for free. 

The Dogs Trust, the 
largest dog welfare charity 
in the UK, is hosting their 
‘Chip My Dog’ event at 
Coedydinas Garden Centre, 
Welshpool between 10am- 
4pm on both days. 

Powys County Council’s 
environmental protection 
team is now urging own¬ 
ers that haven’t had their 
dog chipped to do so at 
this event. Micro-chipping 
involves inserting a tiny 
microchip under the dog’s 
skin. 

The charity will also be 
providing advice on a range 
of dog issues including re¬ 
sponsible dog ownership. 

Cllr John Powell, cabinet 
member for environment 
health, said: “I would like 
to thank the Dogs Trust for 
hosting their ‘Chip My Dog’ 
event in Welshpool. There 
are important benefits of 
micro-chipping.” 


Tax office jobs are lost 
with offices set to close 


TAX offices in Oswestry ad Welshpool are to close their doors in May 
as HM Revenue and Customs (HMRC) brings the axe down on all its 
remaining walk-in centres. 

Centres in Shrewsbury’s Guildhall, Abbey House in Telford, Stone House in 
Ludlow are also earmarked for closure. 

HM Revenue and Customs said only a small minority of its 40 million customers used 
the centres, and demand halved from five million visitors in 2005-06 to fewer than two 
million in 2013. 

Some centres are now open just one day a 
week, while only one in 10 needed a face-to- 
face appointment, said HMRC, adding there 
will be no compulsory redundancies. 

Staff can work in the new service, take up 
other jobs in the organisation or apply for 
voluntary redundancy. 

The Public and Commercial Services 
union said the closures will mean that 2.5 
million pensioners, vulnerable workers and 
tax credit claimants will lose a vital service. 

HMRC said that following a successful 
seven-month trial in the North East of Eng¬ 
land, the new service will provide expert ad¬ 
visers to resolve issues on the phone, or at a 
range of “convenient locations”. 

Ruth Owen, HMRC’s director general for 
personal tax, said: “HMRC is dedicated to 
providing help to customers when they need 
it. The pilot showed that this is a valuable 
service for those who cannot get the help 
they need elsewhere. 

“Our inquiry centres offer a great service 
to those who can reach them, but they are 
spread unevenly across the UK, the number 
of people using them continues to fall, and 
our research shows that the majority of cus¬ 
tomers who do use them don’t actually need 
to. The new service will enable us to tailor 
help in a way that works better and is more 
affordable. 

“Our specialised phone service will help 
customers.”

The authority’s performance management scruti¬ 
ny committee concluded that a draft financial strat¬ 
egy due to be finalised later this month represented 
a “reasonably robust set of figures” to make the cuts 

necessary to balance the B by Chris Burn _ 

authority’s books. 


Council leader Keith 
Barrow and chief execu¬ 
tive Clive Wright assured 
members of the commit¬ 
tee the targets included in 
the financial report will be 
met despite concerns being 
raised by members. 

The authority intends to 
redesign all of its services 
in an attempt to meet the 
savings targets. Millions are 
to be cut from areas such 
as adult social care and ser¬ 
vices for looked-after chil¬ 
dren, while 1,700 staff jobs 
are being axed. 

Concerns were raised by 
Liberal Democrat group 
leader Roger Evans about 
overspends in the current 
financial year, given the 
plan for the next three 
years makes clear there is 
no room for budgets to be 
increased without further 
cuts being made from other 
departments. 

Mr Wright said while 
overspending was at around 
£2 million so far this year, 


it was hoped this could be 
reduced by the end of the 
financial year in March. 

“By the time we get to the 
end of March, hopefully we 
will break even,” he said. 

Councillor Barrow said 
the Conservative-led ad¬ 
ministration had a track re¬ 
cord for delivering savings 
targets since taking on the 
running of unitary author¬ 
ity in 2009. 

“We have saved £87 mil¬ 
lion in the first four years 
of our administration,” he 
said. “We have got robust 
figures and a robust track 
record.” 

Councillor Alan Mosley, 
leader of the Labour group, 
said earlier in the meeting 
that it was difficult to rely 
on the figures presented in 
the draft strategy given the 
redesign of services was still 
ongoing. 

Mr Wright said: “Plans 
are done before things hap¬ 
pen. “It is as robust as it can 
be.”

OSWESTRY has been 
promised funding to run the 
town’s CCTV system for the 
next three years by the Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commission¬ 
er for West Mercia. 

But Mr Bill Longmore 
and his deputy Barry Shel¬ 
don were unable to give 
an assurance to Oswestry 
Town Council that West 
Mercia would give any fund¬ 
ing to renew the old system. 

The 2002 system was 
paid for by Oswestry Town 
Council and since then its 
yearly running costs have 
been split between firstly 
the borough council, the 
town council and then 
Shropshire Council. 

Mr Sheldon told last 
week’s Oswestry Town 
Council meeting that the 
funding for all Shropshire’s 
CCTV cameras would be 
guaranteed for the next 
three years. 

“We will give the funding 
to Shropshire Council and 
they will pass the funding 
onto the Oswestry CCTV 
system.” 

Mr Sheldon said they was 
a pot of funding that could 
be used for capital fund¬ 
ing of CCTV systems but 
could not say whether this 
could be used towards the 
Oswestry scheme. 

“We believe in CCTV, it is 
very important to the public 
and is a very good investiga¬ 
tive tool.” 

Town clerk David Preston 
said further meetings were 
planned.

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Opposition 
growing 
over plans 
for homes 


PARISH councillors have 
added their voices to the 
growing opposition against 
plans to build a new 25- 
home housing estate in a 
Shropshire village. 

Galliers Homes Ltd has 
lodged the plans for land at 
The Cross at West Felton 
with Shropshire Council. 

The firm says its plans 
will provide sustainable 
housing and does fit plan¬ 
ning policies. 

A design and access state¬ 
ment lodged on behalf of the 
firm says: “The development 
proposed on the application 
site will be a mixture of two, 
three and four bedroomed 
properties, of semi-detached 
and detached houses and 
bungalows. 

“Two properties will be 
affordable units and will 
be provided on site, and a 
financial contribution to¬ 
wards additional provision 
by the council elsewhere will 
be made by the developer.” 

More than 30 residents 
have written to object to the 
plans and West Felton Par¬ 
ish Council has also lodged 
an objection, claiming the 
homes would “cause demon¬ 
strable harm to the village”.

Mrs Gore said the couple 
had believed they had until 
May to raise the money 
after Shropshire Council 
designated the venue a com¬ 
munity asset last year. 

She said: “We have now 
been told there is an exemp¬ 
tion to the community asset 
clause, meaning the bank 
can go through with an auc¬ 
tion. The exemption allows 
a bank the right to recover 
the debt as it is a mortgage.” 

Mrs Gore said the couple 
had to close the venue in 
September after their bank 
said it wanted to shorten the 
length of the mortgage and 
increase the interest rate. 

She said: “They were talk¬ 
ing about 11 per cent above 
the base interest rate which 


tried to come up with other 
ways around the problem 
and tried to renegotiate but 
have been unsuccessful.” 

Mrs Gore, 60, said she 
and her 63-year-old hus¬ 
band were turning to an 
online campaign to save the 
venue. The couple’s daugh¬ 
ter, Nicole, has launched an 
appeal on the international 
Indiegogo website to raise 
the money. 

Mrs Gore said: “We are 
trying anything we can 
think of in a bid to raise the 
money for the auction. The 
Indiegogo site allows people 
to donate money to save The 
Ironworks and we are just 
trying to get the message 
out there now.” 

Mrs Gore said the cou¬ 
ple’s fight had received sup¬ 
port from many acts who 
performed at the venue in¬ 
cluding comedian Patrick 
Monaghan, American singer 
Rachel Harrington and 
American band OPM.

officers fail fitness tests 


spring lambing day 

VISITORS to a college in 
Shropshire next month 
will be aware that spring 
has well and truly sprung 
as they welcome new 
lambs to the world. 

The Walford Campus of 
Walford & North Shrop¬ 
shire College, based near 
Baschurch, will be holding 
its spring lambing day on 
March 16. 

Joseph Edwards, spokes¬ 
man for the college, said 
there will be a huge num¬ 
ber of things to see and do 
alongside visiting the new¬ 
born lambs. He said: “It is 
a fun day for all the family. 
You can see the new born 
lambs, you may even see 
one being born.” 

The event starts at 
11am. 

Parents urged to 
claim free meals 

PARENTS are being urged 
to ensure their children 
are receiving free school 
meals if they are entitled 
to them. 

Montgomeryshire As¬ 
sembly Member, Russell 
George, said many children 
were missing out on a hot 
meal each day. 

“It’s imperative that 
children get good, whole¬ 
some meals during the day 
and those who are entitled 
to free school meals should 
be receiving them,” he 
said. 

Powys County Council 
has written to schools urg¬ 
ing them to inform eligible 
parents that they can apply 
for free school meals. 


EIGHT West Mercia Police officers have failed 
fitness tests since they became compulsory 
in the autumn, new figures have revealed. 

A total of 258 officers from the force have taken 
the test, with eight failing - including four women. 

The figures represent a failure rate of 3.1 per cent - 
slightly above the average of other forces who responded to 
a Freedom of Information request. 

Figures obtained from 27 | by Graham Breeze 
forces in England and Wales 


showed that of 13,024 of¬ 
ficers who have been tested 
since September, 353 failed 
-2.7 per cent. 

Dyfed-Powys Police could 
not provide figures because 
it has not yet started test¬ 
ing. 

More than one in 50 of 
the candidates who have 
undergone testing since the 
autumn have failed to make 
the grade, and two-thirds of 
those who did not pass were 
women. 

Compulsory fitness test¬ 
ing was introduced last 
September, and for the first 
year, officers who fail will 
not face punitive measures. 

From September this 
year, those who fail three 
times will face disciplinary 
action. The three forces 
where the highest percent¬ 
age of officers failed were 
Suffolk (seven per cent), 
Gwent (six per cent) and 
Wiltshire (4.7 per cent). 

The three with the lowest 
were Devon and Cornwall, 


Dorset, and North Wales, 
where all officers passed. 

Compulsory fitness test¬ 
ing was brought in after 
recommendations by Chief 
Inspector of Constabulary 
Tom Winsor, who recom¬ 
mended that from 2018 the 
tests should be made harder, 
using challenges based on 
the type of things an officer 
might face on duty, but this 
is being considered by the 
College of Policing in case 
it negatively impacts on 
women. 

Claims were made that 
one of fitness tests discrim¬ 
inated against women, for 
example by including nar¬ 
row slaloms that are more 
difficult with wider hips. 

Professor Craig Jackson, 
head of psychology at Bir¬ 
mingham City University, 
said: “Police forces have a 
number of officers labelled 
fit when they’re unfit, and 
they’re screening out of¬ 
ficers who are fit - they just 
happen to be female.”

Council 
reclaims 
95pc Of 
lost £2m 

POWYS County Council 
has recovered 95 per cent 
of the £2 million it had with 
the insolvent Icelandic bank 
Landsbanki. 

It has done so alongside 
a number of other priority 
creditors/UK local author¬ 
ities who sold their claims 
through the same competi¬ 
tive auction process. 

Each creditor who par¬ 
ticipated in the process 
achieved the same auction 
price. The price at which 
the claims were sold was 
based on a reserve price set 
by the council on the basis 
of legal advice received from 
Bevan Brittan, financial ad¬ 
vice procured from the Local 
Government Association 
and the council’s own anal¬ 
ysis of the financial position. 

The proceeds have al¬ 
ready been received by the 
council. 

The decision to sell was 
made on the basis that the 
administration of the insol¬ 
vent estate of Landsbanki 
was likely to continue for 
several years which cre¬ 
ates a level of uncertainty 
around the timing of future 
recoveries. 

Future distributions 
could be made in a number 
of currencies, including Ice¬ 
landic Krona, which is less 
advantageous to the council. 

A sale of the claim now 
has removed this uncer¬ 
tainty and has allowed the 
council to put the money 
received from the sale to use 
now.

Growing up to be a frog 
is not such a bad thing 


YOU and I and every living crea¬ 
ture we share the Salopian coun¬ 
tryside with, is as evolved as the 
other. 

A fairly easy concept to get one’s 
head around (unless you happen to be 
a creationist in which case you might 
as well stop reading now). 

But some creatures seem to “biologically” 
get a better deal out of their evolution. We 
homo sapiens are of course masters of in¬ 
genuity and creativity but without that we 
would still be roaming the savannahs of Af¬ 
rica or swinging from the limbs of trees in 
the great rainforests of that continent. In 
fact we’d almost certainly not exist at all, 
being superseded by chimpanzees and their 
cousins. 

Winds 

No, chuck us out in the throes of a Eu¬ 
ropean winter without the ability to create 
stone tools and henceforth wrap ourselves 
in skins and furs and we’d be a pretty sorry 
site. The biting winds, snow flurries and 
driving rain have certainly made me feel 
glad to be a member of our species this 
week, but what about the species that have 
no choice. 

Surely the most impressive of these in 
February is the common frog, which can 
breathe through their skin as well as their 
lungs (first notch against us mammals). 
Their eyes and nostrils are on top of their 
heads so they can see and breathe even 
when most of their body is underwater (un¬ 
less you’re a hippo, that’s another mark for 
the amphibians). Because frogs can breathe 
through their skin, they are able to hiber¬ 
nate for several months beneath piles of 
mud and decaying leaves on the lake bed. 


ON THE 
WILDSIDE 

with Ben Waddams 


This is a good tactic as they are largely safe 
from predators and the bottom of a lake or 
pond, is where the most stable tempera¬ 
tures occur during winter (no need for cen¬ 
tral heating). 

During the first three months of the year, 
common frogs begin to emerge from hiber¬ 
nation and make their way to the breeding 
grounds. They’ve been known to return 
annually to the sites where they originally 
developed from spawn into adults and first 
to return are the males. 

In the natural world, it is very important 
that an animal produces at least 2 young 
within its own lifetime in order that the 
population does not diminish. This is of 
course usually exaggerated to some degree 
in most species. Birds lay several eggs per 
season and often have more than one brood 
each and every year. Reptiles such as sea 
turtles famously lay dozens of eggs in an 
often vain attempt to ensure that some of 
their babies survive the enemies (plus plas¬ 
tic bags) that bar their path to adulthood. 
And insects can lay several hundred eggs to 
try and ensure that their offspring survive. 

Frogs take things further. A lot further. 
They live for upwards of 8 years in the wild. 
Each year a female will lay up to 4,000 eggs 
at a time, which are fertilised by the male 
as they are released.

Conference-goers 
get a taste of the 
wild side thanks to 
firm's sculptures 

WORLD leaders and members of the royal family arriving 
for talks on the illegal trade in wildlife were greeted by life- 
size animal sculptures supplied by an Oswestry company. 

The London Conference on the Illegal Wildlife Trade 
held a reception at the Natural History Museum which saw 
delegates greeted by a 16ft-high elephant supplied by the 
British Ironwork Centre, of Aston near Oswestry. 

The firm also supplied a rhino to greet all the inter¬ 
national politicians and leaders attending the reception, 
which was addressed by HRH The Duke of Cambridge. 

The main conference took place last Thursday at Lancas¬ 
ter House where leaders from across the globe met to come 
up with a more long-term solution to protect the world’s 
endangered species. 

British Ironwork Centre managing director Clive Know¬ 
les said: “The conference brought together global leaders to 
help eradicate illegal wildlife trade and better protect the 
world’s most iconic species from the threat of extinction. 

“British Ironwork Centre was there to represent Shrop¬ 
shire and Oswestry on the world stage in helping to draw 
attention to the plight of these beautiful animals and the 
terrible trade in ivory and poaching.” 

More of the British Ironwork Centre’s animal sculptures 
are being installed at key locations in and around Oswestry 
to create an unusual tourist attraction. 

Up to 30 sculptures are being installed as part of the 
town’s urban safari trail. 

Life-size giraffes and deer have been introduced to Cae 
Glas Park while chimps have been placed in the town’s in¬ 
door market. 

Mr Knowles said he, his son Ben and sculptor Alfie Brad¬ 
ley had been asked to attend the reception at the Natural 
History Museum to speak about the work the firm does. 

He said: “It was a great honour for us and for the British 
Ironwork Centre to be invited. 

“It is such an important issue and something we feel 
strongly about.” 

Mr Knowles explained the invitation came after the 
company made a rhino bust which has been installed in 
the headquarters of the Department of Farming and Rural 
Affairs. 

He said: “We handed over the rhino bust to Defra at a 
presentation at the House of Commons and they asked if 
we could bring down some sculptures to the reception to 
provide an image of some of the animals which are under 
threat.”

Be ready for the worst that winter offers. 


OF all the seasons, winter 
requires the most care and 
preparation if you’re to stay 
safe and avoid a breakdown 
according to the AA. 

For safe and trouble free driv¬ 
ing through the cold, dark months 
ahead the AA recommends at least 
3mm of tread for winter motoring, 
and certainly no less than 2mm. 

Don’t reduce tyre pressures to get 
more grip - it doesn’t work, and re¬ 
duces stability. 

Consider changing to winter or all 
season tyres - these have a higher

silica content in the tread which pre¬ 
vents it hardening at lower tempera¬ 
tures, and therefore gives better grip 
in cold wet conditions. 

Gentle manoeuvres are the key to 
safe driving - stopping distances are 
10 times longer in ice and snow. 

Wear comfortable, dry shoes for 
driving. Cumbersome, snow-covered 
boots will slip on the pedals. 

If there’s snow on the road pull away 
in second gear, easing your foot off the 
clutch gently to avoid wheel-spin. 

Avoid having to stop part way up a 


hill by waiting until it is clear of other 
cars or by leaving plenty of room to the 
car in front. Keep a constant speed, 
choosing the most suitable gear well 
in advance to avoid having to change 
down on the hill. 

When going down hill reduce your 
speed before the hill, use a low gear 
and try to avoid using the brakes. 
Leave as much room as possible be¬ 
tween you and the car in front. If you 
have to use brakes then apply them 
gently. 

If you get stuck, straighten the 
steering and clear the snow from the 
wheels.

VW on the mark for SUV 


By Graham Breeze 

VOLKSWAGEN is relentless in 
its pursuit of a high ranking in 
the large SUV sector and the 
new Touareg R-Line is proof of 
the company’s determination. 

Based on the well-equipped Touar¬ 
eg Altitude, the Touareg R-Line adds 
luxurious extra equipment and unique 
R-Line styling in the battle to stand out 
in a crowded market. 

Someone in the VW camp probably 
pointed out that it would be a useless ex¬ 
ercise trying to emulate the off-road capa¬ 
bilities of Land Rover Discovery or Range 
Rover and instead said let’s produce an 
up-market model that’s more at home on 
the road. 

Well they succeeded. Most models will 
never see a muddy track and while Touareg 


doesn’t excel off-road it’s capable enough 
thanks to its high ground clearance and 
4MOTION permanent four-wheel drive. 

On the road Touareg has impressive 
comfort levels and refinement and sharp 
handling for such a huge car. 

Sitting on 20-inch ‘Tarragona’ alloy 
wheels with 275/45 R20 tyres, the R-Line 
stands out because of distinctive front and 
rear bumpers and side skirts and distinc¬ 
tive badging on the front wings. 

Standard bi-xenon headlights with dy¬ 
namic curve lighting and LED daytime 
running lights give the R-Line driver a com¬ 
manding view of the road, and are com¬ 
plemented by LED rear lights and num¬ 
ber-plate lights. 

The R-Line body kit also gives you front 
and rear bumper and side skirt styling and 
unique door sill protectors with the logo. 
Chrome twin tailpipes add a final touch. 

Many rivals come with seven seats but 
Touareg is strictly for five people though 




the long wheelbase means there’s plenty of 
space wherever you’re sitting. The entire rear 
bench can be moved back and forth to create 
the space where you need it most. 

Folding the back seats down is a t the flick of 
a switch to increase luggage space from 580 li¬ 
tres to a massive 1,642 litres. And to help drivers 
cope with the large dimensions when manoeu¬ 
vring, rear parking sensors are fitted as standard. 

On test was the 3.0litre V6 TDi PS which was 
fitted with a splendid eight speed automatic tip- 
tronic system which is available at on-the-road 
price tag of £47,070. That seems a lot but you 
get a lot of car for your money and the cost com¬ 


pares well to some of the competition. There’s an 
impressive top speed of 137mph and 0-62mph in 
7.6seconds, as well as combined fuel figures of 
39.2mpg. But on the downside you sit in group 
40E for insurance purpose and don’t protect the 
planet much with C02 readings of 189g/km. 

You will be safe in this model with ABS and 
EBD braking systems standard along with an in¬ 
telligent ESP system. You get curtain air bags all 
round, a rollover protection system and to give 
you an extra feel of security there’s an alarm, 
electronic immobiliser and child security locks. 

The R-Line really competes when it comes to 
comfort levels. There’s a superb touch screen 


system incorporating SatNav and all the other 
electronic paraphernalia now associated with 
luxury travel such as Bluetooth and a multi-de¬ 
vice interface. There’s the now expected stop/ 
start system as well as hill descent assist and the 
4MOTION permanent four wheel drive system 
has limited slip differential and electronic differ¬ 
ential lock on all four wheels meaning you can 
feel free to go off road if you want. 

Would I buy the R-Line? Probably not because 
I found this Volkswagen just too big. Otherwise 
Volkswagen have got things just right for taking 
on the SUV market and will certainly reach their 
expected targets.

Striker Mike Wilde broke

Head coach Carl Darling¬ 
ton said it was a good job 
done, praising Fraughan as

formance, we’re happy with 
a clean sheet and to be 
through to the next round, 
but we had enough chances 
to have won by a few more 
and should have done better 
in front of goal,” he said. 

Chances 

“Carmarthen sat back in 
the first half, it was up to us 
to break them down, but 
once we scored, they had to 
come at us in the second half 
as they had nothing to lose. 

“We had some great 
chances and should have put 
the game to bed in the sec¬ 
ond half. You’re never safe at 
2-0, but we defended well, 
and they never really looked 
like scoring.” 

Having been hammered 
6-0 in their previous league 
meeting at Park Hall at the 
start of the season, Car¬ 
marthen sat deep as they 
looked to frustrate their 
hosts which appeared to be 
working for much of the first 
half. 

Despite enjoying plenty of 
possession, the Saints strug¬ 
gled to prise many early 


openings, although Chris 
Seargeant curled a free-kick 
just over the bar from the 
edge of the box in the 19th 
minute. 

Ten minutes later, the 
home side won another free 
kick, this time Chris Mar¬ 
riott stepping up only to curl 
his effort just wide with 
keeper Stephen Cann 
stranded.

A terrific interception by Jack Fox almost saw him break 
away, but a good covering tackle by the Southport full back 
prevented the Eagles from getting on the scoresheet. 

The home side were using the wind to their advantage, 
making several good kicks, but this was countered with 
Luca Owen-Youens who made excellent ground with some 
good ball carrying. 

Poor tackling 

Another uncharacteristic spilled ball by Oswestry saw 
another kick through by the home centre, and he took it 
well and offloaded for a bonus point try, which went uncon¬ 
verted. 

Soon after, the home side built up phases in the visitors’ 
half, and were awarded another penalty. They then spread 
the ball wide and poor tackling by the visitors saw another 
try scored in the corner, again unconverted. 

At 29-0 down, the Eagles went into half-time with their 
tails between their legs, with an injury to scrum-half Nick 
Clay making the situation look even bleaker. 

However, a good replacement in Kevin Evans and some 
well chosen words by Smith and team guru Martin Ord, saw 
a completely different side emerge after half-time. 

From the kick off, the Eagles pressured well, and good 
work by Dan Samuels saw them gain a scrum in their own 
half.

England U19ace Clarke 


ENGLAND teenage cricketer Joe Clarke - 
currently representing his country in the 
under-19s World Cup - is back in Oswestry’s 
colours for the coming season in the Birm¬ 
ingham League division one. 

After two seasons with county rivals 
Wellington, Clarke - along with his older 
brothers Ollie and Robbie - has returned to 
the club where he first took up the game. 

Oswestry club captain Mike Robinson 
was naturally delighted to get the Clarke 
trio back on board, notably 17-year-old Joe 
who further enhanced his credentials when 
helping England into the quarter-finals of 
the under-19s World Cup in Abu Dhabi this 
week. 

The wicket keeper-batsman has already 
made useful contributions in the competi¬ 


tion, smashing an unbeaten 19 off eight 
balls, with two sixes, as England eased to a 
213-run win over United Arab Emirates in 
their opening fixture, and then hit 33 in 21 
balls in the 115-run beating of New Zealand. 

The arrival of teenage international 
Clarke is a real boost for Oswestry who are 
gearing up for far sterner challenges in divi¬ 
sion one following back-to-back promotions. 

He joins a week after Shropshire opening 
bowler Dan Bowen signed from county 
rivals Whitchurch, a more than able replace¬ 
ment for the departing Jonathan Miles. 

With a paceman from South Africa also 
being lined up, the Morda Road men look to 
be in good shape for the coming campaign. 

“After starting out with Oswestry, Joe 
joined Wellington at the start of the 2012

season, which made sense as they were 
three divisions above us,” said Robinson. 

“The aim was to get him noticed, which 
it did, but with Wellington now in the same 
division as us, he’s happy to come back. 

“He bats up the order and keeps wicket, 
he’s a terrific prospect and will further 
strengthen our squad for the new season.” 

Robinson added: “It was disappointing to 
lose Jonathan Miles, but we’ve brought in 
Dan Bowen, and we’re hoping to sign a fast 
bowler from South Africa.” 

A sixth former at Llanfyllin High School 
and currently living in Trefonen, Clarke - 
who turns 18 in May - has enjoyed a rapid 
rise, being selected for England’s under-19s 
squad and also signing a professional cricket 
contract with Worcestershire. 


He played his younger years at his local 
club Oswestry before taking the chance to 
switch to Wellington, who at the time were 
a Birmingham League premier club. 

A wicketkeeping batsman, his highest 
innings is 169 for Shropshire under-17s 
against Staffordshire while underlining his 
credentials with 114 for the England Devel¬ 
opment Programme under-17s against Sri 
Lanka last summer. 

Clarke is the youngest cricketer to play 
for Shropshire’s senior side when making 
his debut in a three-day game against Berk¬ 
shire after he had just turned 16. 

He has also captained the England devel¬ 
opment under-17s against Sri Lanka and 
marked his England under-19 debut in 
December against the UAE with 81 not out.

THE New Saints look to take a stran¬ 
glehold of the Welsh Premier title 
when they tackle their only realistic 
challengers, Airbus UK on Saturday.

2-0 at home to Carmarthen last Saturday to book their 
ticket for the Welsh Cup quarter-finals. 

“"Overall it was a good performance and we’re happy to 
be through, but we should have scored more goals,” said 
Darlington. 

“We created some good chances, but did not put them 
away, which was disappointing, but we defended well and 
to be honest they never looked like scoring. 

“In the end, Ryan Fraughan was the difference between 
the sides, he was exceptional.”
